Messrs. Durie and Davis were manufacturing a new 
crusher to carry rolls of increased diameter—36 in place of 30 inches—necessary 
to dress up the larger quantities of ore, and the same firm had contracted to 
supply six of Remfrey’s patent self-acting jigging machines; so that in the 
course of a very few months Bronfloyd would be furnished with every improved 
appliance which the scieuce of the age had introduced to meet the growing in- 
vestments in lead mines. (Hear, hear.) With those few introductory remarks 
he would proceed to submit the balance-sheet, which is given above. 


Capt. KEMP then read his report, as follows :— 

No. 3 Shaft, North Lode: Since the last mecting the 84 has been extended 
west on the north part of the lode 5fms. 3 ft.; the lode throughout this drivage 
has produced varied quantities of lead ore, but we have not yet got into the rich 
body which has regularly come down in all the upper levels, dipping very fast 
west from level to level. I expected to have reached it before this time, but the 
ground is so exceedingly hard that the men make very slow progress.

The stope to the east of ditto is worth 1 ton of ore 
per cubic fathom, and is worked by four men, The tribute pitch in back of the 
52 is worked by two men, at 130s, per ton of clean marketable ore; lode produc- 
ing from 12 to 15 cwts. per cubic fathom. The cross-cut from the 40 fm. level, 
Zu fms, west of No. 3 shaft, is extended south 6 fms; the ground is composed of 
blue slate intermixed with carbonate of lime. We shall continue this cross- 
cut until it intersects the south lode, for I consider it to bea very important 
trial.—No. 1 Shaft, South Lode: Since the last meeting we have made but very 
little progress in sinking this shaft below the 26; it was then down 5 fms. 3 ft. 
under that level; but, owing to an Increase of water coming in at the bottom 
of the shaft (too much for manual labour), we were obliged to suspend thesink- 
ing for awhile, in order to put down a new sinking-lift. The pitwork is now 
in perfect order, and the shaft has been resumed by six men, under the con- 
tract set out in my last quarterly report ; it is now down 9 fms, below the 26 fm. 
level, in most favourable ground for mineral.—No. 4 Shaft : On the last setting- 
day a bargain was made fo six men to sink a new shaft inthe western ground 
in a line with, and about 50 fms. in advance of, the present end of the 40 fm. 
level, and about 55 fms, to the east of the new discovery madenear the western 
boundary. This shaft is to be 8 ft. long by 6 ft. wide, and is to be sunk per- 
pendicular. The first bargaid is one of 5 fms., at 110s, per fathom, which is to 
include the putting in of all necessary timber. ‘This work will be carried on 
with all possible energy, and is placed to enable us to form a communication 
hereafter with the 40 fm. level, and from thence to be in a position to extend 
west under the discovery made at surface, The Blake’s crusher will goto work 
to-morrow, and we are gettingon with the re-formation of our dressing-floors 
as fast as possible, but without interfering too much with our usual returns. 
We have sold during the past three months 150 tons of lead ore, and, notwith- 
standing the alterations we are now making, we shall sample about the same 
quantity in thecurrent quarter. The quantity of ground broken in the months 
of April, May, and June has been—in stopes, 85 cubic fathoms; by the exten- 
tion of levels, 23 fathoms.; and in sinking shaft, 3 fathoms 3 feet—making 
a total of 111 fms. 3 ft., the average cost of which has been 31, 15s. 6d. per fathom. 
The mine ts looking well. Everything 1s being carried on with all possible 
speed ; and when we get the 84 Into the highly productive run of ore ground 
(which I have not the least reason to doubt) we shall havea lasting and paying 
mine for years to come from the workings of this shaft alone, independent of 
whatever d!scoverles we may mako by the extended operations at the No. 1 and 
No. 4shafts, I will not fail, so soon as the 84 gets into the rich ore, to carry 
out your instructions, and have plat cut, &c., and set a contract in one bargain 
to sink the No. 3 shaft to the 95 from surface. 


The CHAIRMAN suid, before he proceeded to move the reception and 
adoption or the balance-sheet and report, he wished to express his 
thanks to those present for their laudatory commendations towards 
himself as their managing director. Those, however, who went un- 
derground were unfortunate in not having witnessed the singular 
fact that Capt. Shaw had just announced—that the afternoon corps cf men had 
just cut into the eastern end of the rich body of ore in the 84 fm. level. While 
congratulating the proprietary on this opportune circumstance, he stated that 
he had now no doubt whatever that the remarkable bunch of ore which held 
down tn its richest features so regularly and strong would alike continue for 
many scores of fathoms yet—the mine at its deepest point being only 56 fms.

and the investment of the funds of the Association, and its dissolu- 
tion if and when at any future time deemed desirable ; and also for

Mr. J. B. Foorp (secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, 

The CHAIRMAN said that he occupied that position upon the pre- 
sent occasion in consequence of the retirement of the late Chairman, 
owing to press of private business. The reason he now occupied that 
seat was because his brother directors had done him the honour of 
electing him, and he accepted the position without prejudice to any 
opinions he might entertain. He took this opportunity of thanking them for 
the honour they had paid him in electing him as their representative at the 
board, and begged to assure them that his time and best endeavours would be 
devoted to the interests of the Association, As indicated by the notice, the ob- 
ject of the present meeting was for the alteration of the Deed of Settlement, 
which had become imperative from the fact of the Association having been placed 
under the Limited Liability Act of 1862. It had been patent to every observer 
that many of its clauses were obsolete and really obstructive, so much so that 
it had become almostimperative.

Mr. BIRCHAM (the solicitor) then read the various clauses, Upon clause 17, 
referring to the introduction of voting by proxy, 

Mr. BRIDGE (the late Chairman) urged that as the alterations in the Deed were 
intended to give proprietors greater power in the management of their affairs, 
he thought they might go a little further, and confer upon the proprietors that 
es which they ought to possess—that of voting by proxy. Asa director, 

e would propose that power be conferred upon the proprietors. 

Mr. BoGGs (a director) seconded the proposition. 

Mr. RUDING said, as a member of the Committeeof Investigation, it was his 
duty to propose, as an amendment, that voting by proxy be not allowed. 

Col. BIGGE seconded the amendment, 

A discussion ensued, but the amendment was lost.

The material points in the other clauses agreed upon were—that the qualifi- 
cation of a director should be 50 shares; that retiring directors should be im- 
mediately eligible for re-election ; that half-yearly meetings should be held in- 
stead of annual meetings, and that such meetings should be held in April and 
November; that the remuneration of the directors should be 8007. per annum;

LUCY PHILLIPS GOLD AND SILVER MINING COMPANY, 


The adjourned extraordinary general meeting of shareholders was 
held at the City Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street,on Monday, for the 
purpose of reporting the result of the poll upon the question of the 
presence of reporters, and as to whether the company should be wound- 
up, Mr, HERBERT E, ORMEROD in the chair. 

It may be remembered that at the meeting of which the present is 
the adjournment it was resolved that it had been proved to the satis- 
faction of the meeting that the company is unable to pay its debts, 
and that it is advisable that it be wound-up voluntarily, under the 
Companies Act, 1862. It was further resolved that Mr. Alfred Elbo- 
rough be appointed liquidator, On the former question a poll was 
demanded. Before these questions were put to the vote the question 
of the presence of the reporter of the Mining Journal at the meeting 
was discussed, and on a motion being made to exclude him, and the 
same being declared carried on a show of hands, a poll was demanded, 
The Chairman announced that the poll on both the above questions 
would be taken at the offices on the Saturday and Monday following. 

The CHAIRMAN opened the proceedings by stating that the business 
before the meeting was short and simple in character. They were 
aware that on the occasion of the meeting held last week two or 
three questions were submitted. The first was with reference to the 
presence of the Mining Journal reporter. Mr. Barnes, objecting to 
his presence, proposed his exclusion; end as there seemed a feeling 
on the part of several shareholders that the advisability of his being allowed to 
remain should be discussed, although not in itself directly comprised in the 
notice convening the meeting, he (as Chairman) was anxious to consult the 
wishes of the shareholders, and took their votes upon the question, The result 
was a narrow majority in favour of the exclusion of this gentleman—-in other 
words, there was a majority of two against his presence. He (the Chairman) 
was personally sorry at the result, because he did feel that it was an advantage 
and not a disadvantage, aud particularly upou such an occasion as the present, 
to have the preseuce of a duly qualifiee reporter, inasmuch as absent shareholders 
thereby became acquainted with what had taken place. Personally, he would 
never willingly consent to the exclusion of reporters from the meetings of any 
company with which he was connected. In this case, he saw opposite him the 
well-known reporter of the Mining Journal, and, having the utmost confidence 
in his report, would be glad if he had been allowed toremain. The motion, 
however, was lost upon a show cf hands by a narrow majority, and a poll was 
demanded, Upon stating that he should adjourn the meeting, some share- 
holders thought it a pity they should separate without discussing the questions 
for which the meeting had been convened, upon which he decided that the ques- 
tion of the poll should be adjourned till after the business of the day had been 
concluded, Accordingly that business was proceeded with, although certain 
gentlemen, evidently not desirous of promoting harmony, took occasion to put 
questions to him (the Chairman) as to the reason he did not request the reporter 
to withdraw. He alleged as his reason, which he would now repeat, that asthe 
question of the presence of the reporter was in abeyance until the poll had been 
taken, he declined to accept the responsibility of requesting him to withdraw, 
and the business of the day was proceeded with. ‘The first proposition was— 
*« That it has been proved to the satisfaction of this meeting that the Lucy Phil- 
lipe Gold and Silver Mining Company (Limited) is unable to pay its debts, and 
that it is advisable that the said company be wound-up voluntarily under the 
Companies Act, 1862.’’ That resolution, in the terms expressed in the notice 
convening the meeting, was duly moved, seconded, and carried without dissenti- 
ents, but a poll was demanded. A liquidator was proposed and seconded, and ro 
objection was made to his nomination and election. That conciuded the business 
of the meeting, but it then became necessary to consider what course should be 
adopted with regard tothe poll. He had intimated that in order to afford every 
accommodation the poll should be taken at the offices of the company on Satur- 
day aud Monday, and that the result shouid be announced at the present meet- 
ing, and he did not think it competent for the shareholders to cuter upon the 
discussion of any other matters. As, however, they were present they might 
have any advantage that could be derived from a conversation upon the affairs 
of the company. ‘The result of the poll was as follows :—For Mr. Barnes’ mo- 
tion to exclude the reporters—Ayes, 76 shareholders, representing 1430 votes ; 
Noes, 42 shareholders, representing 570 votes. Upon the second motion, that 





the company should be wound-up—Ayes, 42 shares, representing 570 votes; Noes, 
78 shares, representing 1486 votes. The effect was that they returned to their 
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Status quo, but the directors were relieved from a very great responsibility, for 
shareholders might rest perfectly certain it was to their interest that the com- 
ny shottld be wound-up. It was because theycould not propound any scheme 
‘or re-cotistruction, which would not involve liquidation, that they recommended 
the expediency of winding-up the company. hen Mr. Barnes was admitted 
to @ seat at the board there was a hope that he would assist the directors and 
@lp to promote the success of thecompany. Mr. Barns was represented to have 
the power of introducing capital, and that he was aconvert from the opposition. 
Under those circumstances, they offered no obstruction to his election, always 
anxious, as they still were, to do their duty ; but Mr. Barnes had turned out to 
be in every respect totally opposite to what had been expected and represented, 
and had done all in his power to make the position of the directors one of greater 
difficulty than before they unfortunately admitted him tothe board. He could 
not help saying that it had been a great misfortune that Mr. Barnes was forced 
upon the board of directors. Mr. Barnes has had the assistance of one or 
two friends, who were pretty well known to those who attended those meetings. 
Mr. Barnes had been assisted by Mr. Amor, who together went to the office of 
the company, where such a scene occurred that, out of respect to them, he (the 
Chairman) would not describeit. But he might mention that, in consequence of 
that disturbance, Mr, Webb, although he had been of great assistance to them, 
‘was compelled to say that he could not, consistently with duty to himself, allow 
the company’s offices to remain under his roof. The present position of the com- 
pany Was, indeed, most critical, and he was not prepared at the moment tosay 
what course the directors would adopt. They would, however, consider the 
—— of the company, and act consistently with their own dignity. All 
e, in conclusion, could say was that the directors were perfectly satisfied they 
had done their duty, and they hoped that whatever step might be taken would 
be productive of more satisfactory results than hitherto. 

A long and animated discussion then ensued, in which Mr. Gething, Mr. Webb, 
Mr. Hannam, Mr. Barnes, and Mr. Amor, jun., took part.

Sometimes accidents arise from the breakage of 
roe rope or chain, and since the year 1848 a great number of ingenious ma- 
ehinists have devoted much time and skill to prevent the fall of the cage even 
posing the rope were to break suddenly, and also to prevent overwinding. 
wheee are so numerous that it would be impossible in the time we have to spare 
to say even a few words oneach. There are, however, a considerable number 
be models of these contrivances in the Museum, most of which have been tested, 
some extent at least, and brought into practical use in some of our best col- 
ilerles where they have undoubtedly been the means of saving a great number 
pr lives. Most of these contrivances are, however, open to the objection that 
in attempting to obviate one danger they introduce another. There is no gain- 
saying the fact that in rapid winding the rope will slack, or surge as it is 
called, and then the weight is enough when it comes on again to tear the guides 
asunder, or it may get a ** kink’’ andsnap. Besides this, when the rope surges 
ft affects the safety-clatches just as if it were broken, and so it occasionally 
happens that they are released, and the load is suddenly fastened in the shaft 
when the rope has not been fractured, and the work hindered for a considerable 
time. ‘The principle common to most of these contrivances is the application 
of a couple of leavers, which are motionless so long as the cage is all right and 
the rope not broken, but the moment the rope breaks the levers fall, and the 
arms strongly digging into the wooden guides are sufficient to suspend the 
weight in the shaft at the point wherever it may be at the moment of the accl- 
dent. [The lecturer exhibited a model of a safety-catch of this kind, called the 
parachute des Mines, which ia in use at a number of collieries in the North of 
France, and where in a single year it has saved several scores of lives.) Most 
of the aceldents, however, that occur can be traced elther to the gross careless- 
ness of the men entrusted with the winding or to the inferior quality of the 
Another form is that by which the guides are clutched by means of an 
eccentric, the invention of Messrs. White and Grant, and which ts largely used 
{n Scotland, and is sald to answer very well. Another plan is that of Mr. Owen, 
whieh is largely used in Lancashire, in which the levers are made to thrust out- 
wards, and dig into the wooden guides on both sides. On the other hand, the 
apparatus of Mr. Calow, of Derbyshire, is remarkable for the ingenious manner 
in which the clutches are brought to bear, not when the rope is merely slacked, 
go as to run ont faster than usual, but only when the cage begins to descend at 
the velocity of falling. The chief reason why machines of this kind are not 
always employed may be found in the opinion of many experienced colliery 
viewers, both in England and on the Continent, that admit the dust, and wet, 
and rust of ashaftsprings after all cannot be trusted, and that it 1s much better 
to have the best materials, a constant and vigilant inspection of the ropes, cay- 
tion against running the: too long, and careful and trusty enginemen, 

The danger of cverwinding, although no doubt it might be met with thesame 
sort of supervision, is of a somewhat different kind, Acciden's from it occur 
uftener than from the breaking of the ropesin theshaft. With the large drums 
now in use a single stroke of the engine ralses the cage 60 or 70 ft., and if one 
single stroke too much be taken the cage is brought up with great violence 
against the machinery overhead. Many plans have been adopted to prevent 
these catastrophes, such as contrivances to slacken speed as the cage approaches 
the surface, but of late years steam brakes have been added to the engines, 
Thus, by the adinission of steam Into a cylinder as soon as the cage passes a cer- 
tain point, the guides are unerringly brought into play. Some inventions dis- 
engage the cage if overwound, and bring it to a standstill against the guides. 

It is evident from what I have said as to the great variety of the appliances 
for drawing the minerals from the shaft, and the numerous improvements made 
in them, an efficient mine manager can hardly attain a knowledge of them all 
without visiting, if he possibly can, the largest and best-conducted collieries, 
and well welghing the different arrangements carried out in different mines. 
He will find that the large quantities raised, and the high velocities attained 
in ralsing the mineral in the Lancashire, Derbyshire, and Northumberland coal 
fields, the most noteworthy, although within the last few years the march of 
improvement has extended to South Wales, where, instead of from 1 to 3 ft. per 
second, a velocity of from 15 to 20 ft. is not uncommon. The effect of all these 
Jmprovements and this greater velocity is to make this branch of mining one of 
the greatest importance, In some of the larger pits, which are from 16 to 18 ft. 
jn diameter, as many as four sets are worked by two engines properly placed, 
#0 that from 800 to 1800 tons a day may be brought up from the bowels of the 
earth. Of course, in such cases there must be the greatest regularity and sys- 
tem, both at the top and at the bottom of the shaft—in the latter for the recep- 
tion of the coal from the place whence it is dug, and the proper placing of the 
Wagons in the cages, and the dispatching of the empty wagons as they come 
down the pit to the face of the workings, In the same way at the surface the 
atrangements must be comprehensive enough to provide for thestowage of these 
vast quantities until the mineral can be sent to its ultimate destination. I: 
will often be found to be possible without altering the shaft, cr even the en- 
gines, but merely by a more effjcjent management and a better system, to double 
the quantity raised In a given time froma single pit. I have seen examples 
where by Judiclons changes an output of from 300 to 400 tons in a day of ten 
bours has been doubled, 

I have already mentioned various kinds of engines employed in raising the 
mineral in the shafts and for pumping, and have shown that great discretion 
should be exercised in the adaptation of this important branch of power. Wind- 
ing engines are generally constructed with vertical cylinders, and the most 
common stroke is7 ft. These cylinders are from 55 to 60 in. in diameter, but 
in many places, as, for instance, at Seaton Delaval, horizontal cylinders are 
used of about 36 in. in diameter, with a6-in. stroke. They are generally worked 
at high pressure, and are considered to have considerable advantages over low 
pressure engines, While speaking of dimensions, I may give as examples that 
at the great shaft of Dukinfield, Cheshire, the winding 1s done by a vertical 
cylinder 60 in, in diameter, worked at low pressure with a stroke of 7ft. The 
wire rope is flat, and each load consists of eight tubs, containing 8 ewts. of coal 
each. The depth is more than 2000 ft., and the time 1s 70 to 90 seconds. At

They propose to turn the drawing rope into an endless rope, a 
plan which is in use in some pits of moderate depth in the neighbourhood of 
Wigan. Lemielle’s system, however, has practical disadvantages which inter- 
fere with its usefulness in large and deep shafts, . 

We now turn to another part of our subject—the modes of raising water from 
mines for the purposes of drainage. I have already remarked that in dealing 
with collierles it is frequently the case that in sinking a band or bed of very 
porous material is passed through near the surface. I have shown how that 
may be tubbed out, and that afterwards other feeders may come in, which may 
be tubbed out in a similar manner, and that the different lengths of tubbing 
may be joined if there is a series of water-bearing beds. If we wished to work 
a seam of coal or other mineral very near to one of these feeders, we must evi- 
dently arrange the workings so as not to run the risk of letting one of these re- 
servoirs, which we have tubbed out, break into the workings, otherwise the con- 
sequences may be very serious. It often occurs that where precautionary mea- 
sures are successfully taken, the workings may be carried on over a very con- 
siderable area without the irruption of any water whatever, so that the pumping 
apparatus may be dispensed with, But the difficulty of disposing of the water 
is much greater in metalliferous mines than in stratified deposits, and it de- 
pends upon local circumstances whether it is better to tub or dam the water back, 
or pump it to the surface. In deep workings it is noticeable that there is a large 
accession of water on the lapse of a certain interval after the rainyseason. For 
instance, it is found necessary in the mines of Cornwall to work the pumping- 
engines an additional stroke faster in spring than at any other period of the 
year. It is, therefore, important to drain the mine as much as possible by means 
of adit levels, and to intercept the water at as low a depth as possible, so as to 
diminish the expense of pumping it out. It will prove utterly futile to attempt 
to keep the water out of metalliferous mines by means of tubbing, for as the vein 
extends over a great extent of ground, what is tubbed out in one place will find 
its way in at another. An important element in this branch of mining is the 
construction of dams to keep back the water when it becomes, under certain cir- 
cumstances, threatening. ‘lo do this to advantage care must be taken to select 
a narrow part of the level where the ground is of a very strong character ; hav- 
ing done this, a niche must be cut in each side of the level, and timbers put in 
from side to side, made water tight by fillingin moss, &c, If there is aconstant 
flow of water in the level it will be necessary to put in a pipe temporarily to 
carry off the water during the erection of the dam, which should be planned 
according to the height of the column of water, or the pressure to be with- 
stood. Another very important fact isto extract all the air from the back of 
the dam, prior to closing it, otherwise its stability will be much impaired. 
Great attention must also be pald in selecting the place for the dam to ascertain 
that the ground above and below is very strong and impervious, so that the 
water may not infiltrate through it, and get at the portion of the level which 
it is desired to keep free from water, The most satisfactory kind of dam, when 
a very heavy pressure has to be resisted, is * the frame’’ dam, which has been 
adopted in Saxony, and in some few instances inthe North of England. Though 
dams are very expensive things to construct, and involve a great amount of 
work, many thousands of wedges having to be put into them to make them water 
tight, it is obvious that they are a very important adjunct to mining operations 
when we consider what service they may render toa mine, The probability 
that the dam will give way, and may result in the loss of many lives if the work 
is at all inferior, always causes considerable anxiety for a few days after one 
has been submitted to the test, and it is carefully watched by the mining en- 
gineers to see whether it yields to the pressure. I have myself been present 
several times when consultations and observations of that nature have been 
going on, and found it extremely unpleasant to watch the first trickling of the 
water through the crevices of the dam, when the pressure is brought to bear 
upon it, showing that the work is probably an utter failure. 

In some of the Belgian mines dams composed of masonry and brickwork, con- 
structed very similar tothat of wooden dams, have been employed both in shafts 
and levels with great success and durability. One of the most instructive in- 
stances which has occurred in late years of the importance of these dams is that 
of the great salt mine of Wielitska,in Poland. In consequence of driving a 
level in dangerous ground without sufficient precaution, an outburst of water 
took place, which endangered the existence of the whole mine. These mines 
have been worked for some hundreds of years, and contain in many places ex- 
cavations large enough to form churches and apartments vast enough for ball 
rooms or festive occasions, The importance of the mine is incalculable, not 
only to the Austrian Government, which reaps a large revenue in the shape of 
royalties, but also to a very extensive population employed therein, or dependent 
thereupon. A cross-cut was driven out last November twelvemonth in a parti- 
cular direction for the purpose of ascertaining whether the valuable deposits 
extended in that direction. Unfortunately, these operations were carried 
through a bed of impervious clay, called “ tegel,’’ and into a series of tertiary 
sands and gravels, which were heavily charged with water from the River Ischia, 
which runs quite near, The result was that the whole of these valuable mines 
were threatened with destruction, bué the danger was arrested by the prompti- 
tude with which the Austrian engineers brought to bear all the resources which 
mining experience and skili placed at their disposal. Enormous pumps were at 
first applied, and it was soon found that nothing short of damming of the most 
powerful and effective character would be available, In carrying out these de- 
fensive measures it was found necessary to put up three different dams, each in 
support of the other, The first was of timber, which gave time to erect more 
complete structures afterwards, partly of timber and partly of clay. There was, 
however, so much salt in the composition of the clay that these defences were 
found to be insufficient, and the miuers had to depend once more upon the power- 
ful pumping-engines which had been brought to bear at first, but so far as any 
effective dealing with the difficulty, no pumps could be found sufficient. The 
danger increased more and more, and became a source of great anxiety to those 
engaged in meeting it, and of interest to the whole mining community of the 
world, I myself visited these mines last autumn, and was greatly astonished 
at the wonderful results which had been produced by the inburst of water into 
the workings. The pumps had so far exhausted the water as to enable the work- 
men to get near the source of danger, but everything in the shape of galleries 
or levels was reduced to a perfect chaos, I found that the damming had been 
carried out with great success in one or two places, so that the engineers now 
hope (although still with a vast amount of pumping power brought to bear) 
that the exact locality of the feeders will be reached, and the influx of water 
got rid of by means of damming. 








Mr. W. L. Wess, of 8, Finch-lane, in his Circular of Aug. 5, says :— 
Business is now more restricted than I ever remember to have seen it before. On 
former occasions markets have been generally depressed for a short time during 
a panic, and then the depression has remained with the market more particu- 
larly affected ; but in the present instance every market partakes of the evil, 
and it matters not what the security is, it is seriously depressed in value. It is 
easy to understand why a want of confidence might be felt in Nuropean stocks 
(including, of course, our own), becanse untoward combinations may arise out 
of the war; but why this feeling should extend to the stocks of the North and 
South American Repnblics it is hard to understand. The Germans are said to 
be large holders of United States Bonds, and the idea is that if the war be pro- 
longed it will necessitate large quantities being sent over here and to New York 
for sale ; but there can be little doubt the very knowledge of such a possibility 
would cause the immediate absorption of any amount that may so come, by in- 
vestors keeping themselves ready for such a contingency. At all events, the 
supply of this stock has not been equal to the demand lately, and at the last 
settlement, notwithstanding that large amounts, it was said, were brought over 
from Amsterdam and other continental places, the stock was very scarce. My 
impression is that investors will buy into such stocks as Argentine, Brazilian, 
Chillan, Buenos Ayres, Peruvian, United States 5-20ths and 10-40ths, and some 
of the best. American railways. Mining shares generally in war times are good, 
but now they are unusually depressed, owing to the large numbers of shares 
which have been forced on the market through the recent numerous fallures, 
but there are many which should now be bought. Lead and copper are both 
advancing in price, and of the former there are many sound and good to select 
from, whilst there are a few, also, of the latter which might be bought to ad- 
vantage. There ls also a good opportunity for buying into some of the foreign 
mines, which cannot in any way be affected by the war.

We sold 
our batch of tin last Friday, 58 cwts. 2 qrs. 7 lbs., at 671. 5s. per ton, which would 
have fetched full 801. per ton before the price dropped.

CARATAL GUYANA GOLD MINES,—It is pretty well known that the 
Caratal district, in Venezuelan Guyana, is producing a large amount 
of gold, but the shipments go the United States, and the intelligence 
is confined to that quarter. By late advices, through an indirect 
channel, we learn that at the date of July 1 four new machines had 
arrived at Cuidad Bolivar, or Angostura, in the Orinoco, for the 
mines of Messrs. Spurry and Davis, of Dr. Stevens, of the Callao 
Mining Company (a small local company), and of Mr.Guckert. The 
machinery for the Potosi Company (English), though announced as 
shipped, had not yet reached, but a quantity of ore was ready for it, 
and the engineers had just arrived at Cuidad Bolivar, by the Angos- 
tura mail steamer, and they were going with Mr. Scheck to Caratal, 
to push on their operations, There were some complaints that nothing 
was being done at San Felipe and Santo Maria, two of the most pro- 
mising mines, The great American company (called Polson’s) was 
keeping its 20 stamps well going, and had ordered three others; its 
average work was 60 ozs. per day, the yield being about 3 ozs. per ton. 
Its last shipment to the States was 1800 ozs. (or 6000/.), the produce 
of 24 days. It was supposed to be clearing 200/. profit perday. The 
partners had given up all idea of selling shares, and were taking up 
other concessions—that is, the mine next San Felipe, 





THE ALLEGED MISREPRESENTATION AS TO THE VALUE OF COL- 
LIERIES IN SOUTH WALES.—The Lord Chancellor, on Tuesday, gave 
judgment in the cause “ Powell v. Elliot—Elliot 7. Powell.” It was 
an appeal from a decree of Vice-Chancellor James, made in Michael- 
mas Term, dismissing the bill of the plaintiffs in the first suit, by which 
it was sought to obtain specific performance of a contract made in 
June, 1864, for the purchase of certain large and important collieries in South 
Wales. The bill was opposed by the defendants on the ground that there had been 
considerable misrepresentation to them as to the value of the collieries during 
the negociation preliminary to the purchase. = 

Sir Roundell Palmer, Q.C., Mr. Mellish, Q.C., Mr. Wickens, and Mr. H. A. 
Giffard were for the appellants; Mr. Jessel, Q.C., Mr. Kay, Q.C., Mr. Charles 
Hall, and Mr. G. P. Bidder for the defendants. 

The Lord CHANCELLOR, after a most elaborate review of the evidence, came 
to the conclusion that the defendants had failed to establish any case of fraud 
against the plaintiffs; and even if fraud or misrepresentation had been shown, 
the defendants, by continuing in possession after discovering the alleged error, 
would have barred themselves from relief. The decree would be for specific per- 
formance of the contract of 1864, subject to an enquiry as to title in respect of 
one portion of the property, and an enquiry whether the stores used at the Steam 
Coal Collieries in 1363 exceeded the amount stated on the cost-book, and if so, 
what abatement ought to be allowed from the purchase money. If noabatement 
should have to be made in the result of these enquiries, the defendants would 
pay the costs of the suit. 

Mr. WICKENS, on behalf of the plaintiffs, adverted to the fact that the balance 
of the purchase money, upwards of 270,0001., was still locked up in Court to abide 
the result of the snit, and submitted that some immediate order should be made, 
go as not to leave this large sum of money lying idie. 

The Lord CHANCELLOR declined to make any order on the subject. 





TREATING PYRITES.—Messrs. HARGREAVES and ROBINSON, of 
Widnes, have patented an invention which consists in passing heated air, elther 
alone or mixed with water vapour, through or amongst broken, granulated, or 
powdered pyrites, which said pyrites may be either raw pyrites or pyrites from 
which the greater part of the sulphur has been separated in the manufacture of 
sulphuric acid or for other purposes. 


UTILISING WASTE HEAT.—A tube is, according to the invention 
of Mr. G. F. LoGay, Glasgow, placed in the flue, chimney, smoke-box, or other 
cavity, which receives the waste products of combustion of the furnace, and 
when used for economising fvel and hurning the smoke one end of the tube 
asses to the outside of the flue, chimney, smoke-hox, or other cavity, and is 
therefore, in direct communication with the atmosphere, whilst the inner end 
of the tube communicates with the furnace proper in such position as to dis- 
charge the air through it at a point where it enters into admixture with the 
heated smoke and unburnt products passing from the furnace, and the air, being 
heated In its progress through the tube, reaches the smoke and unburnt pro- 
ducts in a heated state, so that the combustion of the latter is ensured. 


SEPARATING ORES BY MAGNETISM.—The invention of Mr. C, 
VAVIN, of Paris, consists in the employment of soft iron rings, each ring con- 
necting several poles of the same name of natural or artificial magnets, the 
magnetism of which is obtained without the medium of electricity, the succes- 
sive surfaces of these rings or equivalent surfaces being united on the same

REMARKS.—It would have afforded immense relief and general 
satisfaction to everybody whose interests and desires are in favour 
of peace, had Napoleon said that the war should be short and deci- 
sive, instead of stating that it would be long and severe. As such 
an authority predicts it will be long, all hopeful expectations to the 
contrary vanish, and it is useless to be building upon a quick and 
speedy return to times of prosperity, when every preparation ought 
to be made against days of adversity. Along war will, undoubtedly, 
prove very disastrous to Germany, in respect to commerce, not only 
during the war, but for a long while afterwards. If access to Ger- 
many becomes closed, other markets may get sought out and opened 
up, so that the trade may take many years before it again fully re- 
verts to its original channels; besides, the people’s resources may be- 
come so seriously exhausted by taxes and losses, as to render them 
incapable of carrying on their previous manufactures, Not only will 
our market temporarily suffer from the diminution of exports to Ger- 
many, but as other countries are almost sure, more or less, to be 
affected by the baneful influences of war, they also will, probably, 
be buying in very reduced quantities, There are certain branches of 
business that will necessarily benefit, but these, of course, form the 
exception, and what are they to be compared to the depression that 
will inevitably spread over trade generally? Inthe present unsettled 
state of our market it would be as well to diminish the production, 
and discourage further importations, as much as possible, of such 
metals as are likely to be in less demand, and declining in value, that 
a greater depreciation may thereby be prevented, or at least retarded. 
The accumulation of stocks in time of war, attended as it usually is, 
with difficulties of financing, cannot fail to have a most injurious 
effect upon prices, and every effort should, therefore, be made to re- 
duce supplies. 

CoPPER.—To say that the market is weak is certainly to represent 
it in no exaggerated manner, but it is difficult to foresee in what or 
when its weakness will end; in fact, this is apparently only the be- 
ginning, and already a fall of about 5/. to 6/7, has occurred in Chili 
bars, the present rate being nominally 632, or a further fall of 12, 
per ton upon last week’s quotation. Notwithstanding this reduction 
in foreign, and the fall in ores and regulus from 13s, 6d. to 12s. 9d., 
smelters show reluctance to reduce their fixed rates, but it may be 
with the object of first seeing something like the full extent of the 
fall in foreign, and then making one large reduction, instead of going 
with the market, and dropping 2/. or 3/. at atime. In the absence 
of orders it is impossible to say at what rates purchases could be 
made, Quotations are all nominal, sellers being open to arrange- 
ments, The stoppage of three more French smelters this week cor- 
roborates our previous remarks upon the absurd risks hitherto taken 
for so trifling a commission ; and this lesson, so dearly bought, ought 
to be sufficient warning to sellers to alter in future the credit system 
to cash terms only, 

Irnon.—The amount of business doing is limited, and the rise in 
the Bank rate this week has tended to depress prices ; stringency in 
the money market invariably checks any upward tendency that the 
market might otherwise posscss, and should money continue to get 
dearer no doubt fewer orders will be executed. Most of the iron- 
masters are fairly off for work, providing merchants do not require 
any of their orders suspended or cancelled, but if there are any 
difficulties likely to arise in financing, it would, perhaps, be better 
that there should be less doing for a season than to drift into any 
commercial embarrassments, The ironmasters have experienced a 
very fair time lately, and should not be over sanguine in their an- 
ticipations in such momentous times as the present. Scotch pigs 
have fallen to 49s, 9d, to 50s, mixed numbers, The decrease in the 
shipments compared with the same period last year are 10,420 tons. 

LEAD.— Owing to the large sales that have been recently effected 
in English pigs, the anticipations of a good demand continuing, 
and the prospect of higher prices, smelters have firmly adhered to 
advanced rates, and are certainly not in any way disposed to con- 
tract for forward deliveries at the slightest concession, and in any 
case only in comparatively limited quantities, and sooner than com- 
mit themselves to any more extensive transactions, prefer abiding 
the issue of the market. Inarising marketthere generally happens 
second-hand parcels to be met with below the price demanded by 
smelters, not that it is an evidence of weakness, but if shippers can 
realise a large profit on this side they sometimes prefer securing it, 
and for some such reason a little has been offering this week, but 
which has not in any way affected the position of the market. 
Second-hand lots are not unfrequently rather awkward to dispose of 
within a given period, on account of not exactly corresponding with 
buyers’ requirements. The market occupies a strong position on 
account of the war, that nothing but peace can weaken it, but since 
Napoleon says the war will be long the trade may confidently rely | 
upon a period of high prices.

Old workings will be constantly tapped, from 
which large volumes of the deadly explosive gas will issue, and com- 
ing in contact with naked lights the direst consequences may ensue. 
There can be no practical difficulty in abandoning the use of naked 
lights in every colliery in the kingdom. So-called safety-lamps will 
not, indeed, prevent every explosion ; but, without doubt, had safety- 
lamps been used in the Llansamlet pit the lives of 19 poor fellows 
would have been saved, Our Government in their zeal for the lives 
and comforts of the colliers have insisted upon rules and regulations, 
some of which are of questionable utility, whilst others involve con- 
siderable outlay of money for the accomplishment of that which 
scientific men regard as useless, But here is the opportunity for our 
Home Secretary to insist upon a salutary reform in our mining re- 
gulations—one which can be carried out without inconvenience, and 
without expense. Let an Act of Parliament be passed prohibiting 
the use of naked lights in any colliery or part of any colliery in the 
United Kingdom, and such a measure, although it might meet with 
some small opposition in the beginning as unnecessary, would event- 
ually be well received by the mining community generally, and 
would lead to a large diminution of loss of life in the future. 

The inquest is not yet concluded, and, therefore, we offer no direct 
opinion as to the cause of the explosion, W 
the use of naked lights in collieries under any circumstances, and we 
trust the Llansamlet jury will append to their verdict a recommen- 
dation to the Government to such effect.

The free- 
dom from noise and jolting enjoyed by tram-car passengers will 
speedily secure for the new style of conveyance a large excess of fa- 
vour as compared with present omnibuses, whilst the wear and tear 
both of the tram-cars and horses will be so considerably less that 
the public may reasonably expect to be carried at much lower fares. 
The only serious opposition anticipated is from the proprietors of 
the existing omnibuses, who well know that the present form of om- 
nibus will as surely be driven off the road by the tram-cars as were 
the old stage coaches by the railways. Omnibuses have fulfilled 
their mission, and if the proprietors of them be wise, and secure the 
co-operation of the tramway interest, neither party will have cause 
to regret the arrangement, 

But for success to attend the amalgamation of these interests itis 
essential that the arrangements should be made at once; for other- 
wise the opportunity of securing the maximum of accommodation 
to the public and the maximum of profit to those providing it will be 
lost through the establishment of excessive and unhealthy competi- 
tion having been completed. It is now very generally felt that had 
a well-devised scheme for providing the entire country with railway 
accommodation been laid down and strictly adhered to whenrailways 
were in their infancy, the profits of railway companies would have 
been thrice as great as at present, and the public would have been 
quite as well served, whilst we should have avoided the absurdity of 
having three dozen trains running daily between London and Man- 
chester, although one-fourth of the number would have been ample 
for all purposes, The idea that competition always leads to low 
prices is fallacious, and no better evidence of this can be desired than 
the railways established as competing lines afford. Competition is 
possible only within certain limits, and immediately the limits are 
reached the competitors are compelled either to submit to their own 
destruction or come to a mutual understanding to retire from so close 
a contest, and make the best of a bad business. 

In the case of railways, the establishment of competing lines is an 
almost irreparable evil, and the result is equally detrimental to the 
companies and tothe public. Each competing company must make 
a certain and continuous outlay whether they have the whole or but 
half of the traffic in their hands, and it is the public that must pay 
the extra charge for accommodation requisite to enable the double 
outlay tobemet, The unsatisfactory experience of our railway com- 
panies should induce the promoters of tramways and the proprietors 
of omnibuses to combine to avoid the evil ere it be too late. The 
omnibus proprietors should arrange to use the tram exclusively wher- 
ever laid, to pay an equitable mileage rate for the use of the tram- 
ways, and to provide the entire rolling stock and cattle; and, in con- 
sideration of this, the promoters of the tramways should undertake 
to merely lay the tramways, and keep them in working order, in re- 
turn for the mileage received for their use. The large tram-car

twgust 4, —The war between France and Germany hangs over all 
pranches of trade like an ominous cloud, and although the third 
week of the deepest suspense and anxiety has been entered upon, 
there is yet no certainty of what turn affairs will actually take. It 
may be safely concluded, however, that generally the tron Markets 
will, for a time at least, be entirely free from speculation, and none 
put bona fide transactions, to meet immediate requirements, will be 
entered into. Enquiries from Germany, which was an appreciable 
source of demand latterly have entirely ceased, as was expected ; 
and what trade was done with French markets has also been, to a 
great extent, stopped. Negociations with Russia are, however, for- 
tunately carried on as heretofore, and from the United States, Ca- 
nada, and the other colonies, enquiries show some signs of increase, 
It is still hoped, but with scarcely so much firmness, that hostilities 
will not be allowed to extend beyond the two great powers now at 
variance, which is the more consoling in as much as in that case 
the staple trade of the district will not be interfered with to any 
material extent. A marked degree of depression is discernible in 
the home demand, and it must be expected that, for a time at least, 
this branch of the trade will suffer more materially than any other, 
but it is believed that ultimately it will be the branch most bene- 
fited by the Franco-Prussian war, as foreign competition will be 
materially lessened, and the demand upon English and Welsh esta- 
blishments for finished materials in the miscellaneous departments 
will be increased. For pig-iron enquiries continue to slacken, and 
quotations are less firm, Further reductions have taken place in 
the price of tin, and the aspect of the Tin-Plate Trade becomes more 
encouraging, makers being able, with the present fair demand, to 
obtain remunerative prices.

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


Aug. 4.—The arrivals and sailings during the past week were on 
a good scale, and a much larger business has been done than in the 
week previous; indeed, the arrivals and sailings at Hartlepool have 
been quite an average, while in the Tyne and Wear business has been 
partly checked by the high rates for freight asked by shipowners. 
The panic caused by the breaking out of the war, in the first instance, 
‘ : pe ; 
bas now to a considerable extent subsided, and the Coal Trade is, on 
the whole, comparatively brisk. A considerable number of cargoes 
have been sent over sea, where coal is in considerable demand, at 
greatly enhanced prices. Shipowners, however, are not willing to 
engage, except at increased freights, and a great rise has taken place, 
in both sailing ships and steamers, The Steam Coal Trade has im- 
proved, and it is expected that there will be a good demand for this 
kind of coal, so that where the demand for shipment is not sufficient 
to keep the works going stocks are accumulating, in some instances, 
but as the coal is of a hard nature, and keeps well, this is of little 
consequence. Iron shipbuilding continues very brisk, and the de- 
mand for ship-plates may be expected to continue good, The labour 
market has not suffered so much as was feared, although consider- 
ably; and it is also pleasant to notice that the rise in breadstuffs, 
and all kinds of grain, has been checked, and, in some instances, 
priceshave receded, The Iron Trade, as remarked last week, certainly 
shows signs of weakness, but as yet there has been no change made 
in the list of quotations, but iron can, in some cases, be had at 
prices below those marked. However, as there are no stocks of any 
kind, and the demand for rails, &c., for shipment is still tolerably 
good, no apprehension need be entertained of short work for some 
time to come. The demand for ship-plates will, no doubt, be much 
increased by the war; still, on the whole, it is certain that the break- 
ing out of the war has very much checked the iron trade, which had 
just assumed an appearance of unexampled prosperity, and iron- 
masters and workers generally are loud in their denunciations of 
the originators of the war. 

The annual general meeting of the North of England Institute of 
Mining and Mechanical Engineers will be held on Saturday, when 
the secretary will read the reports of the council, finance, technical 
education, and safety-cage committees.

REPORT FROM SCOTLAND, 


Aug. 3.—The recession of prices in our Pig-Iron Market is greatly 
injuring business, and if efficient relief is not given by the banks 
there is a probabilty that the price they advanced on warrants 
—50s.—-will be broken. A good deal of the over-speculation in iron 
was, undoubtedly, attributable to their almost unlimited advancing 
of the means of speculation; and now when good borrowers seek 
45s, they are refused. The tendency of the market is downwacd ; 
but it would be a great pity if the price were to fall below 503. a 
ton. It almost looks as if this would be the case. On Monday 
50s, 6d. prompt was the closing price; and on Tuesday 50s. had to 
be accepted. To-day the market was very quiet, and in the forenoon 
50s. down to 493, 10d. cash was paid for several thousand tons ; 
closing buyers at 50s. cash; sellers, 50s. ld.; No. 1, g.m.b., 51s, 9d. ; 
No, 3, 51s. The iron is in several instances being bought by good 
holders, and exporters have now an admirable opportunity of secur- 
ing cheap iron, Makers are not quoting prices in the present con- 
dition of the market. The shipments for the week are ominously 
small, being only 7225 tons, against 17,645 tons in the corresponding 
week last year, which makes a deticit on the year to date of fully 
5000 tons. Were the price of pigs, unfortunately, to fall to (say) 
48s, a ton, the great majority of the furnaces would, in all likelihood, 
be put out of blast; as it is, makers’ iron is considerably above the 
price of warrants, and the production is too great for the consump- 
tion, The stock in store on the 30th ult, was 435,976 tons, with 
warrants in circulation for 420,950 tons. 

With fewer orders, Malleable Iron can be bought on easier terms, 
the war having caused a suspension of orders to some extent. Works 
are allon full time, but there are not as many orders coming inina 
week as would keep them going for a single day. Quotations are 
quoted according to list, but bona fide business is being done under 
list price. Tube and rivet makers are busy, and a good demand for 
heavy castings. 

Coals have a good demand, but prices are nominal. The shipments 
for the past eight days were 35,245 tons, against 28,058 tons in the 
same week of last year. Thestrikes among the colliers in the Upper 
and Middle Wards are not likely to lead to anything advantugeous 
to the men, with coal held to be contraband, and the prospect of the 
stoppage of a number of the smelting-furnaces. Mr. McDonald, 
nevertheless, counselled the miners to be “ united and firm in their 
action,” and approved of the men in the whole of the Airdrie dis- 
trict coming out on strike.

the tunnel-head is utilised, from want of caution in lighting it; but, 
fortunately, no serious damage resulted. 
Messrs. Edge and Sons, chain and wire-rope manufacturers, at Coal- 
port, are more than usually busy in making their improved stitched 
steel wire-rope. 
USELESS TRIAL FOR CoAL.—Mr. Walter Moseley, of Buildwas Park, 
has been making anotier attempt in search of coal on his estate, but has Just 
abandoned his sinkings, on account of water, which came in and flooded the 
shafts. Had he continued there is not the least prospect of his finding coal, as 
Millstone Grit and Silurian shale crop up close by. Some years ago he madea 
similar futile attempt of sinking in Silurian shale, at five or six different points, 
under the superintendence of a German engineer, who became the laughing- 
stock of the iron and coal masters of the neighbourhood. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTIL STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Aug, 4.—The position of the Iron Trade is one of extreme uncer- 
tainty, and that is, of necessity, checking orders, For Germany and 
France scarcely anything is now doing. It was thought likely that 
the special war demand would, to some extent, counterbalance the 
loss of commercial orders, but the stringent provisions of the Foreign 
Enlistment Act will make it more difficult to supply the two parties 
to the contest. The demand for the United States fortunately con- 
tinues good, and there seems to be good hopes that it will keep up, 
and this will go far to make up for a diminished export to Europe, 
The general feeling, however, is that the iron trade will be quieter, 
and the prospect for the ensuing winter is not very encouraging. The 
further advance of the Bank rate must check trade of all kinds. No 
one will spend more than he is obliged, or increase his risks beyond 
a narrow limit. Many who would, had the sky kept bright, have 
begun new enterprises will now stop and wait. 

The Wages Question is naturally affected by the altered position 
of the trade. Meetings both in North and South Staffordshire have 
separately resolved to continue the agitatiou, but have wisely ab- 
stained from a resolution to give notice. It is not now in the least 
likely that an advance of wages can be secured, and the men are 
not blind to plain facts, 

The Hednesford Colliery, at Cannock, formerly the property of 

the Hednesford Colliery Company (Limited), but lately of Mr. Wm.

An action of some interest was tried at the Staffordshire Assizes 
last Thursday. Mr. Henry Johnson, well known as the secretary of 
the Midland Mining Engineers’ Association, sued the executors of the 
late Mr. James Bailey for 1502. His claim was that Mr, Bailey, be- 
fore his death, promised him that sum to find a purchaser for an 
estate called the Hemlocks, on Cannock Chase, that the defendants, 
as executors, renewed the bargain, and that he did find a purchaser, 
The defendants denied the contract, and that the plaintiff had ob- 
tained a purchaser, and also pleaded payment of 102, 10s. as full pay- 
ment for any services he might have rendered, One of the defend- 
ants was Mr. Job Taylor, formerly chairman of the association of 
which the plaintiff has been so active a promoter. Mr. Johnson 
alleged that there were repeated conversations between himself and 
the testator, with a view at first to get a person to lease the estate, 
and that Mr, Taylor, one of the defendants, was present at several of 
these, and was aware that he was to have 150/., and also the position 
of check mine agent, if he could have found a lessee. Before the 
death of Mr. Bailey it was decided to sell the estate, and he saw both 
defendants afterwards, who renewed the arrangement. He at once 
wrote to Mr. Walter Williams, of the tirm of Philip Williams and 
Son, suggesting that he should buy, and the result was he did so; but, 
as he was not friendly with the solicitor for the executors, he made 
the purchase through another person, the price being 9500/7. The 
letter he wrote to Mr. Williams recognised the existence of some such 
a bargain as he now set up, but it contained the statement “I will do 
my best toserve youinthe matter.” In explanation, he said that this 
referred to getting over the difficulty of the hostility of the attorney. 
Both defendants denied any knowledge of any such bargain as was 
alleged, and expressed their astonishmeut at the claim, The jury 
found a verdict for the defendants, 

The Dudicy Correspondent of the Wo/verkhampton Chronicle writes :—

to keep the various iron works pretty fully in operation, but the war 
has had the effect of tightening the money market, which is already 
crippling the energies of the trade. Previous to this the flow of 
orders for merchant iron from many quarters simultaneously was 
shown by the activity observable all over the district, aud everything 
pointed to a“ good fall” trade. Some weeks ago we referred to the 
fact that the production of pig-iron in the district was much less than was re- 
quired to meet the increasing demand for manufactaring purpos’s, and, as a 
result, the price of pigs advanced, and the disproportion which existed in price 
between pig and bar iron was, toa certain extent, removed ; but, unfortunately, 
the disturbances upon the Continent are telling rather against the former, and 
the demand has slackened, and prices have somewhat receded. Both mineand 
cinder pigs cau now be bought at lower rates, especially for cash payments, 
This will prevent additional furnaces being put in blast, and others, which are 
about being erected west of Dudley, from being completed so soon as they pro- 
bably would have been. The gross number of blast-furnaces in South Stafford- 
shire and East Worcestershire is about 189, There are 110 in biast, and 70 out 
of blast, and were it not for the sudden outbreak of war between France and 
Prussia it is not unlikely that a good number of the latter would have been soon 
put to work again, but how long they will remain idle is uncertain—some of 
them will never work again, There is a fair demand for coal for the works, 
but for domestic consumption there is but little doing. White ironstone and 
gubbin, the produce of the district, maintain their price—the former is realis- 
ing 12s. 6d. and the latter 15s, per ton of 224) lbs, Calcined ironstone is fetch- 
ing from 18s, to 18s. 6d. the imper‘al ton, When sold long weight both theraw 
and calcined are proportionately higher. 





REPORT FROM D&RBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Aug. 4.—There has been but little change at the iron works in 
Derbyshire, nearly all of which continue tolerably active. There is 
still a large output of Fig-Iron, with every prospect of an increase 
in the number of furnaces at present in blast. The war has been 
rather unfavourable so far to the export of steam coal from Grimsby, 
from which a great deal has usually been sent to the Baltic and the 
Prussian ports generally, The trade to those places may now be 
said to be stopped, and most likely will be for some time. The loss, 
however, may ultimately be counterbalanced by the large increase 
in the tonnage which will now be taken from this country by France, 
and which there will be no difficulty in sending to the ports there, 
seeing that Prussia will be unable to blockade any of the French 
ports, A rather larger business with Denmark may also be looked 
for from various causes which need scarcely be stated. In. House 
Coal the extreme heat of the weather has affected sales, and as might 
be expected only a moderate tonnage is now being forwarded to 
London. To Northamptonshire, however, there is no decrease in 
the tonnage going there, as the furuaces are now kept well going, 

Complaints have been rather rife that a good many orders for steel 
and iron goods in the hands of Sheflicld manufacturers have been 
countermanded.

THE SOUTH YORKSHIRE COAL FIELD.—The coal at the new Oaks 
Colliery was reached on Saturday, after the sinking operations had been carried 
on for three years. The opening of the colliery, in all probability, will lead to 
the recovery of the hundred or more bodies which, since 1866, have been en- 
tombed in the old workings connected with the Ardsley Oaks Colliery. Thecoal 
was reached at a depth of 335 yards. At the Burton Bridge Colliery, belonging 
to Messrs. Day, Embleton, and Co., the coal was also reached on Saturday at a 
depth of 290 yards. Thesinking operations at this colliery have also been going 
on for three years. 


CASTING OF AN ENoRMOUS STEEL INGOT.—That Sheffield owes 
much of its prosperity to the development of the iron and steel trades is gene- 
rally acknowledged, and it may be fairly claimed that to the enterprise of 
Messrs. Thomas Firth and Sons, of the Norfolk Works, no inconsiderable share 
of the honour is due. It was considered a great achlevement some time ago 
when castings were required for the Whitworth gun to produce them weighing 
15 cwts., but so rapid has been the strides in scientlfic and mechanical appll- 
ances that now they are regularly cast of at least ten times that welght. On 
Tuesday preparations which had been in progress some days were completed 
for producing by far the largest crucible steel casting which had ever been t 
attempted, and the arrangements were so complete as to secure the most per- 
fect success. The casting is designed for the beam of the screw steamship Mun- 
ster, belonging to the City of Dublin Steam Packet Company. The mould in 
which the ingot was cast was upwards of 14 ft. in length and 3 ft. in diameter, 
and was fixed in the middle of the principal melting furnace. About 300 men 
were in attendance when the interesting operations began, which were under 
the personal superintendence of Mr. Mark Firth. Almost military precision 
was observed in bringing from the distant parts of the works the crucibles con- 
taining molten steel ready to be poured into the mould. This was fixed ina 
central position, and close at hand were 150 * holes,’’ with tributaries from 
many other parts of the premises, and we believe that altogether there were 
upwards of 270 in operation. Some idea may be gathered of the completeness 
of the arrangements when we say that in about half-an-hour the contents of 
no less than 544 crucibles of 64 lbs. each was poured into the capacious mould, | | 
aaking a tctal of 34,816 Ibs., the teeming beingdoneby eight men.
